again. There is no real rest for us. and there 
are lots* of difficulties ahead of us. 


"The new policy will be of long duration. 


But do not vacillate. The country is run way 
down economically, but every new difficulty 
has hitherto brought forth new forces and 
wmw enthusiasm. ,We are going frightfully slow 
but still ahead. Though we have not mas- 
tered all difficulties we are mastering them. 


"Realization among the workers grows
